Once again our school year, with its suecesses and failures has completed 
its course and passes away, never to return and we are called upon for our 
annual report which we will submit with pleasure. We have had 7 schools, 
with an aggregate of 207 weeks. Have employed during the year 14 differ- 
ent teachers. The whole number of: children enrolled has been 217. ‘The 
amount of money expended for schools, repairs,&c., has been about $2,700.00. 
The town has received from the state under the new law, $319,66, which we’ 
can use only in certain ways as directed by the state superinteiudent, first of 
which is to lengthen our school year. This money is not intended to relieve 
in any degree, the legal necessity, of raising money for schools, but to help 
the town receiving i, to advance their educational standard. 

Circumstances have been such that we have had to-employ different 
teachers about every term only in three of our sehools. Of these three teach- 
ers it is not necessary for me to speak, as their work is too well known to 
need comment. Of the other we have been quite fortunate considering the 
frequent changes made and the opposition some have met with. Taken as a 
whole all have done fairly good work. Perfect harmony must exist between 
teacher, and parent and pupil, otherwise efficient school work is utterly im- 
possible. Iam sorry to say in some parts of the town this harmonious spirit 
has not existed. Irregular attendance has been a great annoyance to both 
teachers and board a large part of which has been attributable to whooping 
cough, but the instances of tardiness was not attributable to this source. We 
notice in one register where the whole number of pupils enrolled was only 24, 
and there was 84 tardinesses. Another school where there was not one tardy 
mark for the whole year. Contrast the two and draw your own inference. 

It is generally understood that we have a state law in regard.to compelil- 
ing pupils to attend school.a certain number of weeks during the school year, 
and that we have a truant officer whose duty it is to notify the parent of the 
law if their children do not attend school. During the past term we have had 
wany children out of school. In some cases the whole family of children has 
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not been seen in the school room during the winter. In some instances these 
same children were on the ‘‘Roll of Honor” the term before. It seems to us 
we ought as a school district to adopt some method to prevent this. Let me 
explain the result of these absences. A child we will say is in the 5th grade. 
He has all he can possibly do to pass in his examination the 75 per cent. re- 
quired for promotion if he is there all the time. He is gone one term or half 
of one. Where is that child at the beginning of the next school year? In 
_ the 5th grade where he started the year, when if he had attended school reg- 
ularly he would have been just as capable of promotion as any one in his 
class. He will be discouraged at his failure, and not try in the future to 
cover the work required of him. With our course of study the irregular at- 
tendance means much more to the pupils than when they could take just what 
branches of study they wished without any definite object in view. It seems 
to us if the patrons of our schools would vote to give the truant officer author- 
ity to compel such children to attend the whole year or give some sufficient 
reason why they could not that was satisfactory to the school board, it would 
be a step in the right direction towards the success of our course of study. 
The graduation exercises held at the close of the last school year, we consid- 
ered very good, we felt that all concerned had reason to be proud of our girls. 
They showed to the parents and patrons of our schools what training the 
teachers are giving their pupils. 

The question of corporal punishment has been much discussed among our 
people. [ will quote the following taken from the N. H. Reports of Decis- 
ions of Supreme Court, No. 64: ‘‘A school teacher may enforce discipline by 
the imposition of reasonable corporal punishment. He may determine, when 
and to what extent punishment is necessary ; and he is not liable for error in 
judgment when he has acted in good faith and without malice.” 

The discipline of our schools has been good and it is our intention of stil] 
insisting on'its remaining so. 

It seems necessary to us that we have a stated term, when our children 
shall enter our schools, so that the teachers are not obliged to go over the same 
work so many times. This haphazard way of entering the school at any time 
the parent wishes for a child to take up school work makes the grading of our 
schools much more diffieult.
